Willkie Says Public Must 


Force Immediate Decision | 
For Opening Second Front 


By J. F. SANDERSON 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(CP)—The weight of pub- 
lic opinion is required to force an immediate decision on the 
opening of a second front, Wendall L. Willkie said here last 
night after reporting to President Roosevelt on his trip 
through the middle east, Russia and China. 


Declaring that a second front is “both necessary and 
feasible,” the Republican leader, who was the President's 
personal representative on the globe-circling trip, said his 
opinion was formed after applying his own judgment to 
the conflicting views of the military men, American, Brit- 
ish, Russian and Chinese, that he met abroad. 


Certain United Nations to Win 


Willkie said his trip to 14 countries convinced him that 
the United Nations will win the war and that Russia will 
never be defeated by Germany but “a lot of us, including 
public officials, are going to have to stretch our muscles 
and our minds before we win.” 


Insisting there was nothing sacrosanct about the 
opinions of military men, Willkie said he was as well quali- 
fied as anyone to exercise his judgment and arrive at a 
conclusion about a second front, particularly after his 
many talks with military leaders in the countries he vis- 
ited. 


Cites Britain as Illustration 


Taking Britain as an illustration, Willkie said Prime 
Minister Churchill ‘only served briefly in the army in his 
youth but, then, so did I and yet he determines action by get- 
ting the opinion of experts and applying his own judgment.”

Chekotikhin explained things to us. 
He talked about chemicals, 
machines and men He was very 
proud of his workers, and 
wanted us to meet Peter Kashin, 
the pride of the factory. We went 
into a long, low shed, and there 
was Peter 

Peter Kashin looked like a 
more robust Jimmy Cagney. He 
picked up the 100-pound shell 
which came hurtling down the 
long bench on a cradle which had 
steel wheels, He deftly poured 
what seemed to be corn meal into 
the empty shell and then slipped 
it into a machine which packed 
the innocent-looking corn meal 
down tightly. He swung the shell 
onto ancther cradle and sent it 
spinning down the long bench 
where women polished the shell 
and then painted it. Kashin did 
this little job ten hours a day, six 
days a week, In this enormous 
shell factory Kashin was a hero.

He was 
decorated with ihe Order of Labor 
as highly thought of in Russia as 
the D. F. C. in England, for some 
inventions of miliary value.

“Imagine 
having lived in America and not 
having visited that factory!” he 
said. It’s the first thing I'd want 
to see if | went to America. 
Several of our engineers have 
worked there, and before the war 
we sometimes had visitors from 
du Pont here. We use much the 
same methods in making ex- 
plosives as they do.” 

An explosives factory is a smelly 
proposition, and to the layman both 
bewildering and alarming. The 
first process apparently is to cook 
the TNT in huge boilers. There 
were twenty of these in one build- 
ing, all attended by women, 

“Seven of these boilers came 
from Donbas,” Chekotikhin said. 
“They are the cesult of our policy 


of transporting war production 
faciories from front-line cities. We} 
have shifted factories from Kiev, 


Smolensk, Odessa and other cities 
to the Volga region or further east. 
We move all important machinery 
and machine tools. These boilers 
were in action here three weeks 
after they were removed from 
Donbas.” 

One of the most amazing indus- 
trial feats in history is this rapid 
removal of essential machinery 
from threatened cities. Usually, 
when Germans enter a_ factory 
town they find little left but brick 
walls and unimportant tools

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NAZI STATE IN TURMOIL

BERNE, Oct. 15—(AP)— 
Followers of Dr. Vladimir 
Macek, Croatian peasant 


leader, ‘have revolted against 
the government of Dr. Ante 
Pavelic and fighting now is 
raging in the Nazi-created 
state of Croatia, Yugoslav 
circles said last night. 

An army of about 4,000 peas- 
ants was said to be attacking the 
khaki - uniformed Ustachi, the 
militia which Pavelic developed 
from the handful of Fascist-in- 
inclined Croatians whom he 
trained while in exile in Italy.

46 TRAINS DERAILED 

Yugoslav circles here said 46 
trains were derailed in Croatia dur- 
ing September and that German 
troops now are guarding the entire 
length of the Zagreb-Belgrade rail- 
road 

There was no indication when the 
organized opposition to the Pavelic 
government started but recent in- 
formation leaking out of the Bal- 
kans has showed that trouble has 
been developing. 

Only Tuesday the German radio 
reported that the Pavelic cabinet 
had resigned and a new govern- 
ment had been sworn in under ¢& 
new oath pledging to govern ac- 
cording to “Ustachi principles.” 

A few days before that it was 
announced in Zagreb that Mar- 
shal Sladko Kvaternik, defence 
minister and commander of the 
Croatian armed forces, would 
take a long leave of absence for 
“réasons of health.” 

This in turn .olicwed a disclosure 
by Yugoslav sources in London 
Sept. 25 that Macek and five other 
leaders of he Croatian peasant 
party had been arrested upon their 
refusal to veollaberate with the 
Axis.

days as the president's personal 
representative. He visited the Mid- 
dle East, Russia and China, arriving 
in Washington in the late after- 
noon, Then, for an hour and a half, 
he gave what he described as frank

| president. He would not say specifi- 
cally what he had reported and he 
preferred that Mr. Roosevelt say 
whether the president was satisfied 
with his mission and with his 
report : 

To a question what he thought 
of the cause of the United nations, 
after making his tour of 14 coun- 
tries, Willkie replied that there 
were some things he wanted to 
comment on only after more de- 
liberation.

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Council Did Right 


The taxpayers will warmly approve 
the action of the city council in endorsing 
the resolution proposed by Ald. Ainlay 
looking to a reduction in interest rates on 
the city’s outstanding bonds. The motion 
instructs the commissioners to use every 
means to contact persons who may have 
authority to speak for the bond-holders, 
with a view to negotiating a lowering of 
these rates. The council was unanimous 
in supporting the resolution. 

The amount of the outstanding bonds 
is around $26,000,000. On these the city 
is paying interest rates which average 
somewhat more than 5 per cent. But on 
current loans from the bank the city has 
to pay only four per cent. Term secur- 
ities should carry lower interest rates 
than temporary loans. But the city is pay- 
ing in excess of 25 per cent more on its 
bonds than on its casual borrowings. This 
is absurd and unjust. The bond rates are 
out of line altogether with the present 
rental value of money. 

If the bond rates were reduced one per 
cent—they would still be higher than the 
temporary loan rate—the saving to the 
taxpayers would be $260,000 per year, and 
the downward revision should go farther 
than that. In securing such revision lies 
the one chance of effecting a substantial 
reduction in taxation, which admittedly is 
high to the point of depressing the value 
of property. 

There is no more important question 
confronting the city, and council took the 
right course in deciding to make every 
effort possible to bring about negotiations 
with a view to making a new bond-interest 
deal on a fair and just basis.

1,000 Planes Gone 


The defenders at Malta have been set- 
ting some new records. On Monday they 
shot down 22 enemy planes, their largest 
daylight score of the war. In three days 
and nights of continuous fighting up to 
Tuesday evening they had sent 56 Axis 
planes ‘under the water” of the Mediter- 
ranean, besides damaging 50, some of 
which probably did not get back to their 
bases in Sicily. On Tuesday they cut the 
1,000th notch in their gun-stocks, if that 
is the way they keep track of the bombers 
and fgihters they destroy. 

There were plenty of targets to shoot 
at, for the luftwaffe was over the island 
in force, or trying to get over it. The des- 
patches say only two of the enemy bomb- 
ers got past the barrage to drop their 
missiles on the defence works. The clouds 
of attacking planes may have been with- 
drawn from the Russian front, for Mos- 
cow has said little in recent days about 
dive-bombers blasting at Stalingrad, 
where they were swooping in hundreds or 
in thousands in preceding weeks. 

The purpose of this air offensive is 
Supposed to be to cover the transfer of 


troops and supplies to North Africa, 
where according to Rome and Berlin 


radios the Allies have been massing forces 
for an attack on Rommel’s marooned 
army, 

It could be that, with his blitzkrieg 
failing to make headwav in Russia and 
winter coming on, the Fuehrer plans a 
new campaign in the desert. He will 
have to start something somewhere to 
keep his fighters busy and the civilian 
population from spending the winter talk- 
ing about what he didn’t succeed in doing 
this summer.

The retirement of Mr. H. F. McKee 


marks the winding up of the special relief 
department which had to be organized to 
handle unemployment relief in Edmonton 
during the days of the depression. It was 
a fairly large branch of the civic service, 
and an exceedingly busy one during sev- 
eral years. The work required tact and 
discrimination, a blending of sympathy 
for those in distress and of firmness 
where there was reason to think fraud 
was being attempted. There were com- 
plaints of course, for omniscience is not 
given to any man. But on the whole the 
work was well done, for which proper cre- 
dit is due to Mr, McKee. 

The closing out of the department is 
the fulfilment of a long-held wish on the 
part of both those who received help and 
those who supplied the means.

The Harvesters Return 


The harvester excfirsions which are 
now being run from eastern Canada to 
Saskatchewan are the first in fourteen 
years. For many years up to 1928 these 
mass movements of harvest workers were 
annual events, The number of the mig- 
rants ran to 15,000 and even 20,000 in a 
year, It is expected about 5,000 men will 
make up this year’s army of stookers and 
threshers. From the rapidity with which 


the first arrivals were placed there will be 
no difficulty in locating all who come, 
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The increased use of machinery on 
western farms caused the abandonment of 
the annual excursions nearly a decade and 
a ‘half ago. The same factor cuts down 
the number of hands needed to take care 
of the present crop, big as the crop is, 
and delayed as harvesting has been by 
broken weather. Alberta apparently is 
able to handle its crop without outside 
help, Manitoba needs comparatively little, 
and Saskatchewan less than it did twenty 
years ago. 

Fortunately it is possible to shift this 
supply of labor to the prairies temporarily 
without interfering with war work. The 
excursionists are mainly farmers, farm 
laborers and students. The movement 
would searcely have been possible if the 
western harvest had been some weeks 
earlier. Because it has been delayed until 
eastern fields have been reaped, farm 
labor can be spared from that area to save 
the crops in Saskatchewan. 

Provided the weather holds good, the 
delay will not therefore be an unmixed 
evil.

The decision on the part of Great 

Britain and the United States to

| wider significance than any com-

It is, primarily, an act of justice 
towards Chine and, doubtless, cal- 
culated to stimu- 
| late Chinese zeal 
in the war, 

From this view, 
it might be called 
| and probably will 
be called, by our 
enemies, an act 
of war expedi- 
ency and even an 
act of war neces- 
sity. The Ger- 
mans and Japan- 
ese will say that 
we are. bribing Harold L. Weir 
the Chinese to continue hostilities 
in our behall. 

It must be edmitted that we do 
expect the Chinese to feel a good 
deal more kindly towards us over 
this gesture which removes an 
international aggravation at a time 
when such aggravations among the 
United Nations can easily jeopard- 
ize victory. 

But the principle involved in this 
relinquishment is too vital to per- 
mit the move to be dismissed as a 
mere diplomatic blandishment for 
military purposes.

The two American newspaper- 
men were Al Raymond of the 
New York Herald-Tribune and H. 
Knickerbocker, representative of 
a Chicago paper. 

Raymond related the incident 
here just before catching a plane 


for Ottawa following an aerial tour | 


of the Yukon. 

“Knickerbocker and I caught the 
last fast boat out of Java before 
the Japs overwhelmed the island 
We were getting ready 


Tjilatjap on the southern coast of 
the island,” he said 

“Knickerbocker was getting to- 
gether a few belongings, and I was 
loading up a car with all kinds of 
things, such as bedding and cloth- 
ing, because we didn't know how 
long we'd be on the trip out. 

“IT came out of a house with a 
last armful of stuff when I saw that 
the natives were swarming all over 
our car like a group of monkeys 
They were helping themselves to 
they wanted and to make 
matters worse our native chauffeur 
had joined them. 

ON THE SPOT 

“I thought to myself: ‘Well, this 
is the spot. Perhaps I don't leave 
this place after all.’ Well I thought 
I couldn't putting on a 
bold front, so I pushed my way 
through the crowd to the car.
